BRAZILIAN BOAT BUILT OF 
BRONZE. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 15.— 
As a result of the resolution intro­ 
duced in the senate by Senator Bacon 
of Georgia, calling upon the president 
for all the correspondence between 
the United States and Columbia in 
regard to the secession of Panama, it 
is said at the state department that 
the republic of Colombia had filed 
a claim for $10,000,000 against the 
United States for supporting Panama 
in its revolt against Colombia several 
years ago. 
This claim was presented several 
years ago, to John Hay, then secre­ 
tary of state, who rejected it. Short­ 
ly after Secretary of State Root suc­ 
ceeded Mr. Hay the claim was again 
presented. 
Mr. Root again rejected 
it, on the ground that the action of 
the United States in supporting Pana­ 
ma in- its revolt against Columbia was 
a matter of policy and not subject to 
judicial review.
